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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 


For  the  Year  1937. 


The  Committee  are  able  to  report  another  successful 
year  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  all  the  beds  having  been 
full  and  occasionally  extra  beds  in  use,  making  the  daily 
average  45  as  against  44  in  1936.  Ten  children  were 
discharged  as  convalescent,  one  was  transferred  to  another 
hospital,  being  too  old  to  remain  here  and  eleven  were 
admitted  during  the  year.  There  were  43  patients  from 
Kent,  8  from  Surrey,  3  from  London  and  1  from  Essex. 

The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  for  the  year  was 
£3,905  4s.  0d.,  as  against  £4,703  5s.  lOd.  in  1936. 
£130  9s.  4d.  was  also  spent  on  new  Equipment  and  additions 
to  buildings.  The  remaining  old  lockers  were  replaced  by 
new  oak  ones,  nine  of  which  were  Coronation  gifts  as 
suggested  in  the  Report  for  1936  ;  the  donors’  names  will  be 
found  on  page  21.  Some  useful  additions  were  made  to  the 
Buildings  and  Equipment,  the  most  important  being  a 
cement  platform  outside  the  Isolation  Ward  to  enable 
patients  in  the  Ward  to  be  in  the  open  air  ;  a  bath  for  Rose 
Ward  which  was  much  needed  for  bathing  the  children 
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when  they  are  out  of  apparatus  ;  a  large  Toy  Cupboard  tor 
which  Matron  collected  donations  and  the  Brownies  gave 
£1  3s.  6d.  collected  at  a  special  Church  Service.  A 

Bucky  Diaphragm  was  added  to  the  X-ray  equipment, 
enabling  much  clearer  films  to  be  taken.  The  installation  of 
this  would  have  taken  place  earlier,  but  had  been  postponed 
repeatedly  owing  to  the  cost,  over  £60,  while  so  many  other 
things  were  needed. 

The  Statistical  Cost  was  £1  10s.  lOfd.  a  week  as 

compared  with  £1.  14s.  5d.  in  1936  (see  page  23). 

The  cost  of  Education  is  not  shown  in  the  Accounts  ; 
this  amounted  to  £271  and  that  sum  was  deducted  from 
“  Payments  for  Patients  ”  on  the  Receipts  side. 

Miss  Green  and  Miss  Hatrick  have  again  carried  on  the 
education  of  the  children  very  efficiently.  The  Exhibition 
and  Sale  of  the  children’s  handwork  in  December  was  well 
attended  and  over  £ 23  was  realized.  This  was  very 
encouraging  and  will  help  to  pay  for  the  School  books,  etc. 
as  well  as  materials  for  handwork. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to 
report  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R.  S.  Herries  owing  to 
increasing  deafness,  and  Miss  Standen,  on  her  marriage. 
The  Committee  wish  her  every  happiness.  They  welcomed 
as  new  members  Mrs.  Boise,  Mr.  E.  de  Rougemont,  Mr.  K.  A. 
Latter,  Mr.  P.  Gilchrist  Thompson,  whose  father,  the  late 
Canon  Percy  Thompson,  had  been  Trustee  of  the  Hospital 
and  its  Chaplain  and  Chairman  for  many  years,  and  Mrs. 
Webb.  The  Committee  also  regret  that  the  Rev,  E.  L. 
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Langston,  the  honorary  Chaplain,  has  left  Sevenoaks.  The 
assistant  clergy  and  lay-workers  of  St.  Nicholas,  whom  the 
Committee  thank  very  cordially,  are  carrying  on  the  services 
until  the  arrival  of  the  new  Rector  who,  it  is  hoped,  will 
continue  the  help  which  his  predecessors  gave. 

In  January,  1938,  Major  Pym  felt  obliged  to  resign  the 
position  of  Chairman,  after  12  years,  owing  to  increasing 
pressure  of  work  on  the  County  and  Local  Councils  and 
Bench.  The  Committee  accepted  his  resignation  with 
real  regret  and  elected  him  a  Vice-President.  They  are 
very  glad  that  he  consented  to  remain  on  the  Finance 
Committee  and  hopes  to  attend  Committee  Meetings 
whenever  possible.  Mr.  Howson  Devitt  was  asked,  and 
consented,  to  carry  on  as  Acting  Chairman  for  the  present. 

The  Committee  joined  in  congratulating  Sir  Edward 
Meyerstein  on  his  Knighthood. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Subscribers  and  in  Covenanted  Subscriptions. 
They  would  be  grateful  if  still  more  supporters  would 
covenant  their  subscriptions,  so  that  the  Hospital  might  have 
the  benefit  of  the  Income  Tax,  and  fresh  Subscribers  are 
still  needed.  The  College  of  Nursing  has  asked  all 
Hospitals  to  increase  their  staff  in  order  to  shorten  the 
nurses’  working  hours.  This  will  probably  become  com¬ 
pulsory  as  a  result  of  an  enquiry  now  being  made,  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  by  the  Inter-departmental  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Enquiry  into  the  Nursing  Services.  It  will 
therefore  be  seen  that  a  considerable  additional  income 
will  be  needed,  as  Salaries  and  other  Expenditure  are  bound 
to  be  increased  in  future.

Other  friends  have  been  very  kind  in  providing 
treats  for  the  children,  among  them  the  Sevenoaks  Cine 
Society  who  gave  several  shows. 

The  Pound  Days,  organized  by  Mrs.  Whitcombe, 
assisted  by  Miss  Standen,  resulted  in  3,175  lbs.  in  kind  and 
£28  11s.  6d.  in  money.  The  organizers  and  those  in  the 
surrounding  villages  who  helped  to  arrange  for  the  collection 
of  contributions  are  thanked  very  warmly. 

The  Hospital  benefitted  to  the  extent  of  £11  13s.  Od.  by 
the  “Daily  Mirror”  Coupon  Scheme  and  is  now  registered 
under  the  “  Daily  Sketch  ”  Scheme.

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RULES 

OF 

The  Children’s  Hospital  for  the 
Treatment  of  Hip  Disease 
SEVENOAKS. 


NAME  AND  OBJECTS. 

1.  The  Hospital  shall  be  known  as  the  Children’s 
Hospital  for  the  Treatment  of  Hip  Disease,  and  the  main 
objects  of  the  Hospital  are  the  cure  and  relief  of  children 
suffering  from  such  disease.  Children  suffering  from  any 
Tuberculous  disease  (other  than  pulmonary)  may  also  be 
admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  authorities  of  the  Hospital. 

MEETINGS. 

2.  A  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and  Donors  to  the 
Hospital  shall  beheld  once  every  year  in  either  the  month  of 
March  or  of  April.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  Subscribers  and 
Donors  ;  and  if  through  accident  or  otherwise  he  be  not 
present,  the  meeting  shall  elect  a  chairman.  The  business 
of  an  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  to  consider  and  pass  the 
Report  and  Accounts  for  the  preceding  year  ;  fill  up,  if 
thought  fit,  any  vacanies  among  the  officers  ;  elect  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  a  Treasurer  or 
Treasurers ;  transact  any  business  submitted  by  the  Committee 
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of  Management  ;  and  also  any  other  business,  if  the  Chairman 
of  the  Meeting  shall  decide  it  is  proper  for  disposal  at  the 
meeting  and  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  may  at  any  time  call  a  Special  Meeting 
of  Subscribers  and  Donors,  to  transact  any  business  ;  and 
shall  call  such  a  meeting  if  requested  in  writing  by  not 
less  than  seven  Subscribers  or  Donors  of  not  less  than  £1 
each  during  the  preceding  year.  Not  less  than  seven  days’ 
notice  of  a  meeting  shall  be  given.  The  following  persons 
shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  Annual  and  Special 
Meetinngs,  viz.,  the  President,  Patrons,  Patronesses,  Life 
Governors,  Trustees,  Treasurers,  Honorary  Officers,  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  Subscribers  during  the 
preceding  year  and  Donors  of  not  less  than  £1  during  the 
preceding  year. 


COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Management,  which 
shall  consist  (in  addition  to  ex-officio  members)  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  members.  At  the  Annual 
Meeting  each  year  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  retire 
(but  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  meeting)  and 
persons  to  act  as  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management 
for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  elected.  Retiring  members  shall 
be  eligible  for  re-election  without  notice.  Not  less  than  five 
days’  notice  in  writing  by  Subscribers  of  not  less  than  £1 
during  the  three  preceding  years,  shall  be  given  the  Secretary 
of  the  intention  to  propose  any  person  (not  being  a  retiring 
member)  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 
The  Committee  of  Management  may  fill  up  any  vacancies  in 
their  number,  provided  that  the  total  number  of  members 
of  the  Committee,  in  addition  to  ex-officio  members,  shall  not 
at  any  time  exceed  twenty.  The  Committee  of  Management 
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may  from  time  to  time  delegate  all  or  any  of  its  powers  to  a 
sub-committee,  or  sub-committees,  consisting  wholly  or  partly 
of  members  of  the  Committee,  and  may  define  the  terms  of 
such  delegation  and  revoke  or  alter  the  same.  The  Committee 
of  management  shall  have  the  superintendence,  control  and 
management  of  the  Hospital  and  its  property  and  affairs. 
No  one  but  a  Donor  of  £10  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  £l 
shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
of  Management. 


TRUSTEES. 

4.  There  shall  be  not  less  than  three  Trustees.  The 
existing  Trustees  shall  continue  in  office.  Should  any 
vacancies  occur  in  the  office  of  a  Trustee,  the  person 
nominated  by  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  be 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  ;  but  it  shall  not  be  obligatory 
to  fill  any  vacancy  so  long  as  there  are  three  Trustees.  The 
Trustees  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Management.  All  real  and  leasehold  properties,  and  all 
investments  belonging  to  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Trustees  who  shall  have  or  arrange  for  the  custody  of  the 
documents  relating  thereto.  Such  documents  shall,  when 
possible,  be  kept  by  the  Bankers  of  the  Hospital.  The 
Trustees  shall  deal  with  all  properties  and  investments  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  time  being  vested  in  them,  and  the  income 
thereof,  as  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  direct. 
Monies  to  be  invested  shall  be  invested  in  accordance  with 
Rule  6.  The  Trustees  shall  incur  no  responsibility  for  acting 
on  resolutions  of  the  Committee  ot  Management. 


TREASURER. 

5.  The  Treasurer  or  Treasurers  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  Annual  Meeting.  A  retiring  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  ;  but  five  days’  notice  in  writing  by  Sub- 
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scribers  of  not  less  than  £1  during  the  three  preceding 
years,  shall  be  given  the  Secretary  of  the  intention  to  pro¬ 
pose  any  person  (not  being  a  retiring  Treasurer)  as  a  Treasurer. 
The  Treasurer  or  Treasurers  shall  receive  subscriptions, 
donations  and  Jegacies,  and  shall  give,  or  authorise  any 
person  or  persons  to  give  receipts  for  the  same.  A  Treasurer 
shall,  ex-officio,  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Management.  Any  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer 
may  be  filled  up  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 

INVESTMENTS. 

6.  All  monies  requiring  investment  shall  be  invested  in 
the  names  of  the  Trustees,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  in  any  manner  in  which,  according 
to  the  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  trust  monies  may  be 
invested,  or  in  the  purchase  of  land  of  any  tenure,  with  or 
without  building,  which  it  may  be  thought  desirable  to 
acquire  for  the  purposes  or  protection  or  benefit  of  the 
Hospital.  Provided  nevertheless  that  any  property  given  to 
the  Hospital  may  be  retained  in  the  same  state  of 
investment  and  that  any  directions  by  a  Donor  as  to  invest¬ 
ment  of  any  money  or  property  given  by  him  to  the 
Hospital  may,  whenever  possible,  be  carried  into  effect.  It 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  change  any  existing  investments. 

BANKERS. 

5.  The  Westminster  Bank  Ltd.,  or  such  other  Bankers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of 
Management,  shall  be  the  Bankers  of  the  Hospital.  All 
Subscriptions  and  pecuniary  donations  and  legacies  for 
general  purposes,  and  the  income  of  investments  and  other 
receipts  shall  be  paid  to  an  account  to  be  kept  at  the 
Bank  ;  and  cheques  may  be  drawn  on  such  Bank  by  any 
Treasurer,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  authorised  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 
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LIFE  GOVERNORS,  ETC. 

8.  The  Committee  of  Management  may  from  time  to 
time  elect  as  President,  Patron,  Patronesses,  Life  Governors 
and  Honorary  Officers  of  the  Hospital,  persons  who  by  sub¬ 
scriptions,  donations,  or  otherwise,  have  promoted  or  are 
thought  likely  to  promote  the  objects  or  efficiency  of  the 
Hospital.  A  Life  Governor  who  shall  give  a  written  notice  to 
the  Secretary,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  notices  of  meetings 
of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  to  attend  and  vote  at 
such  meetings. 

CONTRACTS  AND  LIABILITIES. 

9.  No  Trustee,  Treasurer,  Member  of  the  Committee  or 
Officer  shall  be  personally  liable  for  or  in  respect  of  any  con¬ 
tract  entered  into,  or  liability  incurred  by  him  for  or  on  behalf 
or  on  account  of  the  Hospital.  The  Funds  and  property  of 
the  Hospital  only  shall  be  responsible  and  answerable  for 
such  contracts  and  liabilities  and  for  all  claims  arising  out  of 
the  carrying  on  of  the  Hospital. 


AUDITOR. 

10.  The  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  audited  every 
year  by  an  Auditor  appointed  at  each  Annual  Meeting. 


ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

11.  These  Rules  may  be  added  to  or  altered  at  any 
meeting  of  Subscribers  and  Donors,  provided  notice  of  the 
intention  to  propose  the  additions  or  alterations  is  given 
by  the  notice  calling  the  Meeting.  No  addition  or  alteration 
affecting  any  Trustee  or  Treasurer  shall  be  made  without 
notice  to  him,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  attend  and  vote  at  the 
meeting. 
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
